The Cavalry on the Right were com- 
poſed of Deſcriptions ; theſe were ex- 


cellent Scouts, mighty adroit at diſco- 


vering the Force, or Situation of Places, 


and erbte the Enemies Deſigns. 
Theſe had the honour to be Commanded 


by PHARUS. himſelf, eldeſt Son and 


Heir apparent to BOMBAST'; a Prince 


Nit; 
of an Excellent Mein and a faithful Sub- 
ject to his Father. 1 
There were indeed ſeveral other 
Troops in the Army, but 'tis impoſſible 
to give you the Detaile either of them, 
or their Numerous Captains. Let it 
ſuffice therefore, that before the Batel 
began, there came ſeveral Troops from 
the other ſide the Tweed, with ſome 
ClurhſeySquadrons undertheCommand 
of R,—— g u, 2 mortal Foe to Com. 
mon-Senſe, whoſe Deſtruction he has 
Sworn, and long ſince Expelled him 
from all Places where he had the leaſt 
Intereſt. B —— ;—— likewiſe and 
B——rg-—s brought great Numbe!s 
of Antitheſis s, Allegories and Fhperboles 
levyed attheir own Expence. All which 
were diſperſed up and down the Army. 
As for Artillery, this Noble Prince 

was well provided for the Royal Society, 
had ſent a Numerous Party of Engineers, 
that made agreat appearance, but were 
of very little uſe, tho? their Virtue had 
often been experimented; for it coſt 
a prodigious deal of Time and Money

Young Whirligig brought up the Rear, 
lately promoted to that Honour tor ſome 
new Diſcoveries, owing to his prying 
Lucubrationss. 

At the Head of this formidable Bo- 
dy, marched Prince BOMBAST, ſur- 
rounded by his Liveguard of Acrofticks 


and Azagraws, Troops of no {mall

try; nor once leſs Eſteemed in this fair 
Iſle. The former had the Honour to 
attend upon Docter Donne, and the 
latter were Baniſhed for Aſſaſſinating 
good Queen Elizabeth, under the Con- 
duct of a certain Emiſſary, who by their 
Magick Aſſiſtance, Converted Elizabeth 
into Jezebel, | | 
In fine before this Mighty Priuce, 
you might have beheld the Royal 
Standard, with his Arms thus Blazoned, 
The Field Azure, two Pherulas in Saltire, 
Or, with a border of Birch Crenelle; the 
\apporters two Aſſes Rampant Gules Lan- 
guid and Armed Sable, the Mantle Er- 
min and Embroidery; the Creſt a Hel- 
met, of Steel ill Poliſhed, cracked, overt and 
braiſed: And to give theſe expreſſive 
Arms their due, they well deſcribed the 
Genius of the Nation they belong'd 
to. 
With this Numerous Army, did our 
Hero make an inroad into the Borders 
of Eloquence, and Surprized many Places 
before they had leiſure to prepare for 
their Security.

The Troubles in the Kingdom of 
Poetry; how they aroſe, and up- 
on what terms Compoſed. 


OO ſoon as the War was Declared, 
the Queen had likewiſe ſent to 
Demand Aſſiſtance from her Siſter 
Poetry: A Princeſs with whom ſhe has 
always lived in perfect League and A- 
mity ; having taken one of her Subjects 


to be Preſident of her Councils: For 


the Government of their States was al- 
moſt 
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moft the ſame, only Poerry's Territo- 
ries were Subjet to more auftere 
Laws. But this Princeſs could not 
fend her Supplies by the time deſired, 
which gave the Enemy an Opportun ty 
of Kying the Kingdom Waſt. Th 


Misfortune was occaſſoned by à certain 
. War, that Lady was engaged 
& at Hor 


| e, Which required her more 
immediate Care: Arid we ſhall give you 
a ſhort account of it, to excuſe her Neg- 


. 
There hapned a Bloody Diſpute in 


her Dominions, between Rbime and 


Reaſon; the firſt of theſe pretended to 
the Superintendance of Direction of all 


Affairs, reſolving to make Reaſon ſub- 


mit to their Arbitrary Sway. Thus 
a Poet having clap'd two Rhimes to- 
gether, immediately fanſ!'d he had made 
4 couple of Verſes, giving Reaſon the 
liberty either to come or ſtayaway at his 
pleaſure. Whereas by the Fundamen- 


kal Laws of the Country, all Poets were 
firſt 9; to enquire after Reaſon, and

a Rhine, if they could find 
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70 riſe in Senſe and fuk in Sound. 


For this purpoſe certain Offices of 
Intelligence for Rhimes, had been for- 
merly erected, called Dictionaries and 
Parnaſſuss Rhimes of late Years had 
made ſo conſiderable a Progreſs, they 
had intirely expelled Reaſon out of Pro- 
verbs, Sonnets and Madrig als; in fine, puffed 
with this Succeſs, they now began to 
take Pofſeſſion of Hemiſticks, and lodge 
themſelves where they thought moſt 
Convenient, which intirely Defeated all 
Cadence and Harmony, thoſe faithful 
Attendants on her Majefty, and occa- 
froned dreadful Hiatuss and Cacophoneas, 
to the infinite damage of the State. Far 
theſe Diforders Milion and ſome other 
Engliſb Heroes, rallyed all their Forces, 
and drove the Rhimes out of their ſe- 
veral Provinces: Whilſt Jodelle, Paſquin, 
Paſſer at, Rapin and ſome other French Ad- 
venturers, finding themſelves too weak 
to aſſert their Liberty, prayꝰ'd aſſiſtance 
from the Romans and Greeks, who de- 
tached a ſtrong Supply of Quantities 
 Compoled of Sponde's, Dattyles and 
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Tambicks, to their Aſſiſtance; which en- 
abled em to defend the Reaſon they 
had left; nay, a certain Ally of theirs 
in England, was ſo mightily taken with 
the Diſcipline of theſe Foreign Troops, 
he Entertained a Regiment at his own 
expence, which he drew up after this 
manner. | 


| Benjamin immortal Johnſon, as 
bighly renowned ; 
Nor fair Faced, he way. but he was fair ;

"4: What progreſs theſe Ourlandiſh He- 
roes might make in France, I cannot ſay; 
but the Bill for Naturalizing * em with 
us, miſcarryed. Tho? a certain Noble 
Grician made uſe of 'em not many Years 


ſince, with good Succeſs, to fright a 


poor Bookſeller out of his Wits ; who 
had. given him Five Pounds Earneſt

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The Rhimes finding themſelves vigo- 
rouſly Attacked on all ſides, immediately 
reſolved to make a powerful Diverſion 
in the Country of the Latins, and play 
the ſame Game Scipio did with Hanibal, 
to oblige him to retire from Italy. Nay, 
to obtain a Bleſſing upon their Arms, 
they had recourſe to Pope Leo, who 

honour'd their Party with his ownName, 
from whence they have ever fince been 
called .Leonicks: And indeed they did 
wondrous Execution, for in a Moment 
they expelled Quantities, the Sovereign 
Lords of the Country; who were thus 
obliged to recall thoſe. Supplies for their 
Defence, they had ſent to the Aſſiſtance 
of Reaſon: But immediately on their 
Return, the Poſture of Affairs Was 
chang d,; for the Rhimes were intirely 
Routed, and obliged to take ſhelter in 

the neareſt Churches, whence they have

never been ſo hardy to adventure out : 
Tho' at Rome perhaps you may meet 
em ſometimes upon Proceſſion-Days, 
intermix'd with Cathedral Hymns. To 
this Defeat Fair Roſamond, Venerable 
Bede and ſome others, were indebted for 
their Epitaphs; ſo incomparable in 
their kinds, I think my ſelſ obliged to 
Repeat em.

Squadron: But their Renowned Cap- 
tain, having obtained a more honoure 
able Poſt, only Commanded here by 
Proxy. 

Next came the mighty Milton, So- 
vereign Prince of Epic- Land, followed 
by two Armies raiſed at his own Ex- 
pence © So numerous were his Troops, his 


ſole Compariſons and Deſcriptions were ſuf. 


\ ficient to have form'd whole Regiments, 
But his lateſt Levies were not Compa- 
rable to his veteran Soldiers; for tho? 
by their Aſſiſtance he regain'd his Pa- 
: radiſe, at the ſame inſtant he loſt abun- 
dance of Credit. After him, walked 
Spencer, by ſome prefer'd to the former; 
then at an awful diſtance Denham and 
ſome others, at the Head of ſmall Par- 
ties: And the Renowned BI.. . 4 . re, 
who brought more Soldiers into the 
Field than any other Chief; indeed the 
Were ſomething Irregular, ſome tal 
enough for Granadiers, others of the 


 Pigmy ſize; yet were very acceptable 
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to her Majeſty; for being extreamly 
like the Enemies Troops, both in Form 


and Habit, they made excellent Spies. 
From the Province of Iaylle's arrived 
à Regiment or two under the Com- 
mand of Creech; and from the Satyric 
Forreſt, Butler and Garth, Grand Cenſor: 
of the Kingdom, brought powerful 
Parties, excellently well Arm'd; which 
never faiPd of making dreadful Slaugh- 
ter where ever they Charged. 

From the Land of Elegres likewiſe, 
came two Renowed Chiefs, Waller and 
- Rocheſter, each famous in his ſeveral way; 
the former relyed more upon Art, the 
other on Nature, who's peculiar Fa- 
vorite he ſeems to have been: One in- 
riched his Native Country with Flowers 
Tranſplanted from Rome and Athens 
the other found Subject enough to em- 
ploy his Fancy at home. The firſt 
could never name his Sachariſſa, with. 


out making her a Goddeſs; the laſt 
frequently dreſs'd his Phillis in a very 


homely Garb: In fine, Waller had more 
of Homer in him, Rocheſter of Ovid.

Both were Officers of great Renown; 
yet much inferior to the Mighty Bacon, 
who not content to have arrived at the 
greateſt Dignities his Country could 
afford him, gain'd an Immortal Name, 
by preferring the Philoſopher to the 
Keeper. With theſe were Intermixed 
ſmall Parties of Letters and Pieces of 
Gallautry, Levyed in the Queens Here. 
ditary Countries, and Commanded by 
the Duke of B—gham. 

The Rear-guard was Compoſed only 
of two Battalions ; that on the Right 
conſiſted of Romances, under the Com- 
mand of Sir Philip Sidney; and on the 
Left, were Poſted the Tranſlations, which 
being very Numerous, were divided

the former, they ſurpaſſed them in 


2 Juſtice. After theſe came B — a Cap- 


tain, who made his Levys in ſo much 
haaſt, that he found himſelf obliged to 
Liſt ſeveral Lackeys and Black-guard, 


to compleat his Number. | 

All the Cavalry diſpoſed in either 
Wing, came from the Poetic Kzngdom; 
theſe were Figures well Mounted and 
Elevated above the Reſt.

Meaſure, and ſo well obſerved their 


Ranks, not one advanced a Hair's 


breadth before his Comrade. But in- 
deed they were kept under ſevere Di- 
ſcipline by two Grand Superintendents, 


Sheffield-and Roſcmmon, who had pre- 
ſcribed 'em certain Rules, not to be 
Tranſgreſſed, upon pain of being Ca- 
ſhivred But their Captains were fome- 
times obliged to moderate the Rigour 


of theſe, Orders, otherwiſe they could 


never -have- found Soldiers that would 


have liſted under their Banner. . 


In the midſt of theſe Troops ſhined 
the Qaren, adorned with all her Native 


Sweet neſs and Majeſty; ſhe was ſur-

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Now, tho' her Majeſty alone, in- 
formed and animated this puiſſant Ar- 
my, yet ſhe always diſtributed her 
Orders, by the Organs and Advice of 
Gooa-Senſe, who Commanded as Cap- 
tain-General.

Care; ſome Friends ſhe had Fi 
Diſtrict of Equity, tho' but a few, yet 
their Merit and fingular Zeal was

jeſty has always held a ſtrict Corre-

herſelf, ſhe ſhould one Day reduce the 
intire Province to. Obedience; which, 
to her Infinite Sorrow, after many At- 
tempts, ſhe found unpracticable. Long 
did the former of theſe Hero's ſtrive 
to aſſert her Right, till unſought for

ful Army into the Field: No ſooner 
were theſe Politick Amazons met at 
the general Rendevouze, but to ſtreng- 
then their Party, they reſolved to ſend 
for Aſſiſtance to their Old Allys, the 
Common Lam Cantons; Procedendo hap- 


ning to be then amongſt 'em, about 


ſome Bawdy Buſineſs, they entreated 
the Favour of him, as he had always been 
inſtrumental to preſerve a fair Corre- 
ſpondence between them and his own. 
Country, ( notwithſtanding the ut- 


+ moſt endeavours of that Incendiary 


Prohibition) he would now pleaſe to 


give *em a farther proof of his Friend- 


ſhip, by Solliciting Supplies. Procedendo 
told 'em, he would not be wanting 
to ſerve *em ; but they knew very 
well his Countrymen were Perſons 
of wondrous Precaution, never acted 
without a OT 4 and if one could 
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not be found to warrant this particu- 
ler Action, he doubted it would not 
be in his Power to ſerve 'em. How- 
ever he went, and delivered his Meſ- 
ſage; whereupon a general Meeting 
of the States was Summon'd; and after 
many an Hour ſpent, many a Tautolo- 
gical Harangue made to no purpoſe; 
not a ſingle Caſe impoint could be found: 
But at length the worthy Silver. 
Tongued R. der declared this 
being a matter concerning a Breach of 
Peace, he could prove it Plainly be- 
longed to his Juriſdiction; and, quoth 
he, if you want Precedents, I will give 
you one of Rokeby Sheriff of York: ſbire, 
who in days of Tore, raiſed the Poſſe 
Com. Defeated a Rebel, and without 
farther Ceremony Chop'd off his Head 
upon a Stone in the open Field. Thus 
the Negociation ſucceeded ; Procedendo 
being Judged the propereſt Perſon, 
was made Captain General for this 
Expedition; and a Numerous Army of 
Indiltments, Writs, Declarations, Pleas, 
Demmurrers, Replications, Rejoinders, Re- 
buttors and Surrebutters, ſtanding Troops 


of the Country, were ſoon appointed 
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tc attend him. Arriving at the Ally's 


Camp, both Armies were joyned, and 


the Generals "reſolved to carry on the 
War, with all the Vigour imagiuable: 


But before the leaſt Motion Offenſive 


Was made, Slander, Recrimination and 
Procedendo entering into a private Ca- 
bal, agreed to exclude Commos Fame, 
out of their Couneils, not that they doubt- 
ed her Integrity, for ſhe had always 


given proofs of her Affection to the 


Country, and often proferred her Ser-

Procedendo indeed Was of a 
different Temper he declared he car'd 
not a Farthipg who knew what he did; 
for he deſign'd to leave all his Actions 
upon Record to Futurity; and being 
_ reprimanded. by his Country Collegues 
for his Freedom of Speech, he Swore

Regine Nunc, &c. they ſhould. find 
he would Mardrare and Abſcariare more 
of the Enemies Men by downright 
Dint of Valour, than they ſhould with 
all their Management.

A Bout two Days aſter, the Buſineſs 
came to a deciſive Battle; where- 
in Oldiſh, Waller and Floyd, (to whoſe 
Charge her Majeſty had Committed

But over-powred by Numbers, were 
obliged to give Ground, till a Fortu- 
nate Accident turned the Scales.

Common- 
Fame, a Heroine Renowned for good 
Intelligence, having Notice how the 
buſineſs ftood, flew to the Aſſiſtance 
of her Allies, and Charged the Queen's 
Forces ſo Furiouſly in the Rear, ſhe 
ſoon obliged em to Face about: Mean 
while Cowell, a mortal Enemy to RHE. 
TO RICK, aſſuming the ſhape of a 
Book of La- Terms, interpoſed between 
the Libels and Declaratious, compromis d 
their Differences, and made a perfect Un- 
derſtanding between 'em; upon os 
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the Enemy having leiſure to Rally, re- 
turned with freſh Vigour to the Charge. 
Thus in a Moment, the Poſture of 
Affairs was changed; the Queen's Army 
was Surrounded on all ſides, and in- 
tirely cut off; none Eſcaping but the 
Generals themſelves, who at laſt too 
ſurrendered, upon Condition they might 
be allowed free Liberty of Correſpond- 
ing with the Queens, without incurring

mour being made of Innocence, diſap- 
pointed the Malice of the Shot, and 
he ſoon obtained an Intire Victory: 
Many Chiefs were ſent upon this Ex- 
pedition beſides, whoſe Names are now 
too tedious to relate; but one Hero 
we muſt not paſs by 1 in lence, the Re- 
nowned Eachard, a Succeſsful but Cruel 
Captain: For he Hewed his Enemies 
to peices, as Samuel did Ag ag | in the 
Mount, Split and divided 'em as 
barbarouſly as they did their own 
Texts. 

Sir Philip Sidney gain'd not leſs Rey 
nown in the Country of Romance; en- 
tring his Beloved Arcadia, he found 

the Ca pital Towns had {ill held out 
againſt the Enemy, and his Authority 
ſoon brought the Country round about 
into obedience. But his next Neigh- 
bour, John Barclay, under pretence of 
ſerving her Majeſty, played the Falſe Scer, 
and held Intelligence with the Enemy.

D Hilſt the Queen was endeavoring 
to repair the Damage ſhe had 
ſuſtained, BOMB AST Rallyed the brok- 
en Remnants of his Army, the greateſt 
part whereof had ſaved themſelves 
after the defeat in Common. Places Colle- 
ges, and certain other Ahles: Thus 
when he took the Field again, his 
Troops were as Numerous as his Ene- 
mies. And this advantage he had reap'd 
by his Loſs, that he was grown more 
Cautious and Conſiderate, whilſt he 
found himſelf prompted to venture a 
ſecond Engagement, by the vaſt Sup- 
oy which daily Arrived. For before 

is Departure, he had Publiſhed the 
Ban and Arrear-Ban ; but the Nobility

Their Colonels Name 
was Barbara, followed by Nineteen 
Captains, with dreadful Names, ſuch 
-_ das gg Diſſamis, Baralipton, Datoſi, 
Bocardo, Feriſon, and ſuch other Names 
that were of excellent uſe to fright the 
Vulgar with. So difficult was it to 
Defeat his Troops, that nothing but 
cutting off their Heads, or dividin 

*em in the Middle, was able to effeck 
the Buſineſs. They Marched under 


( olours, 
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Colours, calPd, in the Language of that 
Country, Theſes's, where were deſcri- 
bed the Arms of ſeveral Perſons of Qua- 
lity : They never Engaged to fo great 
an Advantage, as when diſpoſed in 
Order under theſe Standards, when they 
frequently came off with great Noiſe 
and Applauſe. There were likewiſe 
in this Army a Body of Raparees, called 
Sophiſms, Levyed in the Province of 
Paradoxes ; and to give em their Due, 
tho* they ſeldom did any Execution, 
when diſpoſed in Order of Battle, yet 
they frequently did Wonders by Sur- 
prize, were excellent good at taking 
Paſſes and weigh-laying an Enemy in 
Ambuſcade; where they infallibly De- 

feated em, unleſs they had the good

UT before weproceed any farther, 
perhaps it may be thought ſome- 
ing ſtrange, ſo great a Genius as Ariſtotle, 
ſhould Fight under the Standard of 
BOMB AST: But in truth he only fa- 
vour'd his Party in appearance, and 
made a falſe ſhew of Sympathizing 
with him : For thoſe who were per- 
fectly well acquainted with the Grecian, 
knew there was no Friendſhip or In- 
telligence between em. But I will 
give an Account how he came to 
have the Misfortune of engaging with 
dem. You muſt know he was once 
Chief Miniſter of State, to a certain 
Puiſſant Queen, called Philoſophy, who 
formerly poſſeſſed a Flouriſhing King- 
dem, and had four Beautiful Daughters, 
Lag ict, 
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Logick, Phyſick, Morality and Metaphy- 
fick. By their means ſhe became intire 
Miſtreſs of the whole Province of 
Gymnaſia, which was a Glorious and 
Powerful Country, whilſt Blefſed with 
her Reſidence, But in proceſs of Time 
it ſo fell out, a parcel of Villains and 
Ridiculous Dotards, Uſurped the intire 
Authority of the Province; and not 
content with that, at the ſame Inſtant, 
entered into a moſt horrid Conſpiracy 
againſt her Majeſty, having ſurprized 
her Sacred Perſon, they Mangled and 
Disfigured her moſt abominably, they 
claped her up in a dark Dungeon, where 
ſhe has ever ſince ſpent her Days in 
Obſcurity.

Sometime after this, fanſying her 
Chief Miniſter, Arifotle, had been in- 
ſtrumental in her Eſcape, they appre- 
hended his Perſon, and uſed him as Scur- 
vily as they had done his Miſtreſs : For 
having robbed him of all his Sprightly 
and Polite Treaſures, they diſguiſed him 
in a Scandalous Habit, called'Trar/lats- 
on, and turn'd him fo often Topfy- tur- 
vy, by continued il] uſage, they rendered 
the good Man frequently Senſeleſs. 
The next Buſineſs was to put him upon 
the Wrack, and oblige him to confeſs 
many things he never ſaid nor thought 


of. After this they Condemn'd him 


to the Flames, whence he hardly found 
his Reprieve; but at laſt *rwaes De. 
creed he ſhould be cloſe Confined with- 
in a certain loathſome Goal, called a 
Commentary, Winch was ſo very Dark, 

rhen you approached him, you could 
not perceive the leaſt Glimmering of 
Light, However notwithſtanding oy

had uſed him fo Barbarouſly, at length 
they began to conſider how uſeful a 
Perſon he might be, iſ they could 
bring him over to their Party, therefore 
to Tempt him they offered the greateſt 
Offices in the Country of Pedantry. 
Ariſtotle finding his Miſtreſs was in- 
tirely ruin'd, and that he had now no 
other Retreat, or means to deliver him- 
ſelf from his Perſecutors, accepted their 
Terms, and gave 'em his Promiſe, 
which they received with great De- 
monſtration of Joy ; for he did them 
as much Service as they had formerly 
done him miſchief.

T bapned moſt unfortunately aſtet 
the late Defeat, each Hero bragg- 
ing what Exploits he had done, Ben 
Johnſon declared three of his 1 
Ihe Fox, the Alalymiſt, and Silent Mo- 
man, had played their Part better than 
any in the Army, and thet he durſt 
at any time venture, by their Aſſiſtance 
only, to Encounter all BOMB AS T's 
Forces. Dryden, who was preſent, 
could not hold his Countenance at this, 
but burſt out into a loud Laughter; 
whereupon Shakeſpear and ſame other 
of Johnſon's Friends, told him 'twas 
ſuch an Infolence, as he could not in 
3 Honour

Honour put up, for a Poet of his Dig- 
nity to be ſo ſcurvily Treated, was 
inſufferable. Johnſon, who was Natu- 
rally Quarrelſom, and wanted not Cou- 
rage to reſent an Injury, Demanded 
what Dryden meant by his Laughter; 
who inſtead of Begging Pardon, very 
frankly told him, that ſuch Vanity as 
his would have moved Laughter even 
in Heraclitas; for, added he, to hear a 
Fellow brag of his Performances, who 
could never Write Exgliſb, and is of- 
ten guilty of ſuch little Jeſts and 
Clinches, as the Boys at the College 


break one another's Shins for, pro- 


| vokes my Spleen to ſuch a Degree, I 
_ cannot bear it. 

This, you may eaſily Imagine, was 
enough, and too much amongſt Men 
of Spirit, to cauſe Blood-ſhed and Mur- 
der: In fine, without farther Ceremony, 
Gantlets were exchanged, and an Hour 
appointed for the Combat, where 
each was permitted to bring as man 
Allies into the Field, as his Intere 
could raiſe. Great was the Canvaſſing 
upon this Occaſion, and the whole 
Poetick Army was as much divided as a 
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Borough upon an Election: For Ben 
Johnſon's Part, he had always been of 
a Snarling Temper, therefore had very 
few Friends amongſt his Cotemporaries, 
his greateſt Dependance was upon 
Dryden's Enemies; of theſe ſeveral 
flock'd to him, as the D. of B-—ham, 
Lord R- er, Otway, Lee, Shadwel and 
ſome others of leſſer Note: However, 
to prevent the Effuſion of Poetick Blood, 
*twas agreed the Friends on both ſides, 
ſhould only ſerve for Arbiters of the 
Combat, and that the two Champions 
ſhould diſpute the Matter alone. 

But before we proceed any farther, 
I muſt acquaint you, that Poets are 
_ thoſe Spirits, which you have been 
Informed heretofore had the Power of 
entering Dead Carcaſſes, and aſſuming. 
what Shapes they thought moſt Con- 
venjent. Thus Dryaen, who had re- 
preſented many a Hero in his time, 
was now in diſpute with himfelf whe- 
ther he ſhould enter the Liſts in, Alex- 
ander, Don Sebaſtian, Marc Antony, or 
Almanzor. The Grecians ſprightly Mien, 
and Yourhfal Courage, Charm'd him 
mightily, but accidentally ca 
© Hs Eye 
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Eye upon Ler, an Unlucky thought 
came croſs his Mind, which intirely 
ſpoiled the Execution of that Project: 


Thus the Spaniard was Choſen, and 


his Minion Almanzor, who had done 
ſuch incredible Feats in Granada; was 


to add the Defeat of Ben Johnſon, to 


the reſt of his Conqueſts. 
Mean while Craity Ben was not 


idle, having notice of Dryden's Deſign, 
he conſulted his od Friend Vulpone, 


who adviſed him by all means to aſ- 
ſume a very different Character from 


what the World expected: Thus when 


the time Appointed came, Dryden en- 
ter d the Liſts, compleatly Arm'd at 
all Points, like a Knight Errant, and 
made a ſtately Tour upon his Spaniſh 
Gennet, Whilſt all che Spectators Eeys 
were fixed upon him, who ſhould come 
running into the Ronda, but the Fair 
Almahiae ; our Cavalier eſpying his be- 
loved Lady, immediately quitted his 
Horſe, and ran with all the Impati- 
ence of a Youthful Lover, to Embrace 
his Counterfeit Miſtreſs, but real Ene- 
my; who having thus drawa hint in- 
to his Clutches, ſoon ſqueezed the Ro- 
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mantick Puff. paſt, here into a reaſon- 


able Size; then aſſuming the fhape of 


Brutus, Stab'd him to the Heart, with 


the very ſame Dagger, that ſent Cæſar 


out of the World; whereupon down 


drop'd Dryden and expired in a Simile. 
By this lucky Stratagem Ben Johnſon 
came off Victorious; and many ap- 


plauded his Wit, whilſt others taxed 


him with want of Courage, ſaying, he 
had Tranſgreſſed the Law of Arms. 
But hedeclared he had many Examples 
to warrant his Conduct, and often 
repeated that ſaying, 


An dolus aut virtus quis in boſte requirat ! 


However this occaſioned ſuch Cabal 
ling and Diſorders amongſt the Poetick 
Forces, that Princeſs was forced to re- 
call her Subjects to Compoſe the Dif- 
ſerences between 'em, and prevent 
thoſe Conſequences which ſeemed to 
threaten a Civil War. A fatal Mis- 
fortune to the Queen, who was thus 
deprived of the moſt Conſiderable part 
of her Army. Yetafter this ſhe might 
have been more than an equal * 

. or 
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for BOMBAST, had not the Spirit of 


Diſſention reign'd throughout 545 whole 


Army, a Peſtilence that even infected 
the moſt ſacred Body, where one would 
have expected eternal Peace and Har- 


mon y: But Myſtery and Convocation 


drew many. a Sword, than Sheathed 
'em in thoſe Bowels they ſhould have 
Delended, |

Heſe and ſome other Croſſes made 
it ImpraQticable for the Queer 
to keep the Field ; wherefore, having 


diſpoſed Garriſons in thoſe Places that 


remained firm to her Intereſt, She 
reſolved to enter into her Capital, hold 
out a Siege, and there attend the Di- 


Vine Aſfſtance. AO MB AST conſi- 
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e 
dering the Importance of this Place, 
immediately Inveſted it, not in the leaſt 
doubting, but he ſhonld by the De- 


* 


ſtruction of this Town, put a happy 


End to the War. The firſt motion 


he made towards this Important Bu- 


ſineſs, was to diſpoſe his Cavalry in the 
four Avenues to the Town. On the 
South ſide, he ſeized the Paſſage of 
Merit, a rough, uneven, narrow Path, 
thro? which they who were very well 
acquainted with the Country, ſome- 
times got admittance into the Town: 
But fo difficult was the way to hit, 
the moſt experinced Travellers had 
often made three or four Eſſays, before 
they could find it out. On the North 
likewiſe, he had rendered himſelf Ma- 
{ter of the Caſtle of Cabal, which Com- 
manded a large and open Road for 


Horſe and Chariots. On the Eaſt, he 


ſecured the Way thro? which the No- 


bility paſſed to the Town; a ſpacious 
Avenue that fronted a Triumphal Port, 
which was never opened, bur to thoſe

that entered with Pomp and Magni- 


ficence, And on the Weſt, he made 
himſelf Maſter of the Valley of Eleetion,

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which was the moſt common and even 
way of the four; but the beſt Guarded 
of any, for watchful Centinels frequent- 
ly demanded Who goes there, and the 
Officers never permitted any Perſon 
to enter, that had not ſufficient Paſ- 
ports. 
In fine, he diſpoſed his Quarters, 
with ſingular Diligence: And a cer- 
tain Engineer of the Country, who 
came along with the new Supplies, 
Juſtice Lipſas by Name, Inventor of 
a new kind of Politicks, formed the 
Deſign of the Circumvallation, where- 
on he erected many Forts and Redoubts, 
and ſo ſtrengly was the Commun 
cation Guarded by Authority, there 
was hardly room enough left for the 
moſt minute Particle to get admittance. 
All the Works the Pedants made to For- 
tifie their Lines, were Covert-ways 
ſtrengthened with Rampiers of Commen- 
taries and Paraphraſes, wherewith they 
ſurrounded the Town. The Pioniers em- 
ploy'd in this Buſineſs, were not ſim- 
ple Peaſants, but Officers of the greateſt 
Ability and Renown in the whole 
Country; as Scoppius, Taubmannus, Gru- 
5 | " 4 geras, 
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terus, Baxhornius, Petrus Valens, Gran- 
gais, Guietus, Pepraredus, Gronovius, 
Gibſon, Floyd and ſeveral others, who 
removing the Earth, dug even to the 
Graves of the Deceaſed, whence they 
brought ſome ſtrange Rarity to light. 
But that which made the Queen moſt 
uneaſy. was, Obſerving the Pedants 
had fetched all the Materials and Uten- 
ſils, they wrought with from the Coun- 
try of Eraſmus , Scaliger, Turnebus and 
others, who had opened their Copious 
Magazines to her Enemies, notwith- 
ſtanding her Majeſty had ſtrictly Ob- 
ſerved the Neutrality agreed on be. 
_ tween 'em. 

That Part theBeſiegers wrought moſt 
indefatigably at, was the Gate of the 
Nobility, by which means they hoped to 
cur off all Supplies, for from hence lay 
the direct Road to the Country of 
Mecænas's, which conſiſts of certain An- 
cient, Noble and Generous Families, 
now almoſt intirely extinQt: How- 
ever their Scouts had aſſured 'em Con- 
veys could arrive no- other way, all 
her Majefties Revenue being aſſigned 
upon the Merchandize of G/ory and 
pe C Immor. 
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Immortality, which ſhe makes with theſe 
Lords. But this precaution was altogether 

needleſs, for that Commerce had long 
been Interrupted, becauſe the Traders 
had brought in ſuch vaſt Quantities of 
this Merchandize from Foreign Coun- 
tries, they began to turn to very little 
Account; nay ſo contemptible is the 
Ware become of late Days, it hardly 
defrays the Charge of the Turkey Lea- 
ther 'tis Imported in: This Misfortune 
is owing to many Cauſes, but prin. 
cipally the depraved Appetites of Noble- 
men, who prefer the ſenſual ſatisfacti- 
on of one Nights Lodging with an 
Aiery Harlot, before all the diftant 
hopes of Immortality; and think five 
Guineas as ill beſtowed upon a Dedi- 
cation, as a certain Noble Lord did 
the Services done a Jew, who when 
they came to talk of Rewards, told him, 
he being one of the Tribe of Levi, by 
peculiar and inherent Prerogative, had 
a Title tointroduce twelve Gentiles into 
Heaven at the Day of Judgment, by 
the way of Pages to ſuſtain the Hem 
of his Garment; and he faithfully 
promiſed his Lordſhip ſhould be Don 
; | c Or 
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Nor is this the only Cauſe neither, for 
there are ftill ſome few Lord Dor- 
ſets left; but Elkanah Settle, Naham 
Tate, Tom Darfey, Ayloffe with ſeveral 
other Coyners, have ſo often impoſed 
upon the the good Nature of the Pa- 
trons now left, by putting Counterfeit 
Money upon em; they begin to ſhut 
ther Doors upon thoſe who bring the 
real Stamp of Parnaſſus, and Certificates 
for their Honeſty, under the Queen's 
own Hand. | hs . 
Their Lines being now Compleat; 
the Enemy began their Approaches, 
directly oppoſite to the Quarters of Good- 
Senſe. For this purpoſe they cut Tren- 
ches, with ſo many turnings and wind- 
ings, twas impofible to force em. 
After this they began to fling their 
Granados and Bomb into the Town, 


compoſed of Cenſures, Diſcourſes, Cri- 
ticiſins, filled with the Powder of In- 
juries, Malice, Obſervation, Spleen and 
l. manners: And where ever they fell, 
they made ſo terrible a Noiſe, ſeveral

NM FF Ean while there hapned ſeveral 
warm Skirmiſhes, wherein the 
ween's Forces had ſometimes the bet- 
ter, obliging the Enemy to Retreat, 
and putting fire to their Works : Some- 
times the Pedants not only maintained 
their Ground, but forced her Majeſties 
Troops to retire within their Walls. 
All the Brave ſignalized themſelves by 
turns upon this Occaſion; amongſt the 
reſt, S——th and S J once 
Sallying forth, met a Party which they 
happily Defeated ; this ſucceſs encou- 
raged em to venture out another time 
together without moreCompany. When 
they returned S——h, modeſtly re- 
ported they had kilPd only one, but 
Sh. r- K Swore, with his own Hands he 
had Slaughtered three: S th affimed 
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't was falſe, and that S——r-—t he. 
ing a Braggadocio, had encreaſed 'em 
as Sir John Falſeſtaffe did his Buckram 
Doublets ; adding, he believed the next 
time he told the Story, he would make 
em fix, S—r—& thinking his Ho- 
nour concerned, deſired he might carry 
ſome Preſons to view the Dead Bodies, 
and by their Judgment he would be 
Tryed. S— + thought the propoſition 
ſo. reaſonable he could not refuſe agree- 
ing tot: But moſt unfortunately when 
they came to the place appointed, in 
all Human appearance there only lay 
one ſingle Body: Upon this S— 5 
cryed out Victoria, Vittoria, But S— 
---k, nothing  diſcompoſed, told the 
Perfons 1 5 5 at the view, that was 
no more than he expected; but, ſaid he, 
Gentlemen, only put on theſe Metaphy- 
fical Spectacles, which I always carry 
about me, and you will plainly perceive 
there are three diltin& Bodies; and fo 
twas really found upon the Experiment. 
Thus the Scales were in an Inſtant 

turn'd as far again the other way. But 
S ——th declared for his Part, he could 
ſee diſtinctly enough, with his own. 
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Upticts, without the Aſſiſtance of Art, 
and was reſolved not to be bantered 
out of his Senſes. This Diſpute, it 
ſeems, was of much greater Importance 
than ſome People Imagin'd, for all the 
Clergy in the Town embarked in the 
Quarrel on one ſide or other; each Man, 
as he imagin'd, plainly proved what he 
himſelf believ'd, and they who pro- 
duced the weakeſt Arguments ſtill had 
the ſtrongeſt Belief. 
Hobbes findiug this Diſpute had opened 
a Gap to Reaſon, in Oppoſition to Faith 
and Revelation, knew how much 
it conduced towards the Eſtabliſhment 
of his Ancient Hyotheſis; immediately 
therefore he made a viſit to his adopted 
Son 7---0---24, inſpired him with plenty 
of Sophiſms, ſpecious Arguments, and 
old contraband Opinions, which he 
vented at the favourable juncture, and 
gained more Proſelytes than ever Arias 
or Socinus were able to do. Thus the 
whole Town was in an Uproar, and 
ſuffered under the ſame Confuſion with 
Jeruſalem, when Beſieged by Titus. 

Io ſilence this unfortunate Diſpute, 
the Queen found herſelf obliged to Sum- 
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OS 
mon a Convoc ation; but even that which 
ſhould have proved the Remedy for 
the preſent evils, occafioned more, the 
Upper and Lower-Houſe were conti- 
nually quarelling about Rights and Li- 
berties. The Champions on either ſide 
plainly ſhew'd they were in earneſt, by 
their Arguments, Which had as much 
Perſonal Reflection as Proof in 'em. 
But both ſides were reſolved not to be 
convinced. However to ſhew his Zeal, 
B——h——: Encountered Cm. d iii 
a ſingle Combat; and could the want 
of Courage in ſo Feeble a Champion 
have forfeited the Reputation of a juſt 
Cauſe, he had certainly ruin'd his Party 
by the loſs of the Day. But at length 
Queen RHETORICK, afcending her 
Royal Throne, from thence with an 
awful Voice, Pronounced the Word 
Unity, which for ſometime compoſed 
the Inteſtine Jarrs.

Ean while the Enemy daily gai- 
ned Ground, and were juſt rea- 
dy to attack theOutworks of the Town; 
but the place was ſtrongly Fortified, 
and difficult of Acceſs, for it was well 
Situated upon an Eminence, which ren- 
dered it almoſt Impregnable. When, 
perceiving the Danger they were in, ſe- 
veral Perſons of the greateſt Quality, 
whoſe Rank exempted *em from Duty, 
now began to keep a conſtant Guard. 
There were ſeveral outward Works 
made for the better Defence of the Place, 
and Pallsſado's of many Volumes bound 
together, which were covered with 
Beaſts Hides to Defend *em from Fire, 
which they were extreamly apprehen. 
five of; a Politick Invention, firſt pra. 
Qiſed by Joſephs, at the Siege of Jo- 


Jopata ; 
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ſopata; beyond theſe likewiſe were other 
Fortifications tòꝭ keep the Enemy at a 
diſtance, and take in as much Ground 
as poſhble. Theſe Conſiſted of Crown- 
works or Prefaces, covered by Half- Moons 
called Epiſtles Dedicatory. But the Ene- 
my ſoon rendered themſelves Maſters of 
theſe, for the Half: Mſoon or Epiſtle Dedica. 
zory being Founded upon the Quick-ſands 
of Fortune, *twas Impoſſible they ſhould 
have any found Foundation: Beſides 
all the Stones of this Building were 
only joyned with Flattery, a very indif- 
ferent Sement, which never bound any 
thing faſt together; therefore upon the 
firſt diſcharge, this Defence fell down. 
Thea as for the Prefaces or Crown works, 
they made no long Reſiſtance ; for as 
they encloſed agreat Compaſs of Ground, 
part whereof was empty and uſelcls, 
ſo of conſequence, they muſt have ma- 
ny weak Places, which could not be 
Defended; thus Prince BOMB AST 
ſoon found the means to lodge him- 
ſelf within this Part of the Fortification.

_ tho at the ſame inſtant ſhe Bemoaned 
the Eoſs of ſo Faithful a Subject; that 
from ichut very Province her Majeſty 
ſtill dtew her beſt Supplies, and kept 
the Government vacant, in hopes he 
would again Return to his Duty; nor 
were her Affairs yet in ſo deſperate a 
Condition, but ſhe had where withal 
to Protect and Reward thoſe that ſhould 
deſerve her Favour: That R HETO- 
RICK, was not a ſtranger to the ill uſage 
Ariftotle had met with in the Country of 
Pedantry, ſhe was Senſible all he had 
acted againſt her, was by Compulſion,

therefore, provided he would return to 
his Allegiance, ſhe would freely Paſs 
an Act of Oblivion for all that was paſt, 
and give him that Place in her Favour, 
which his ſingular Deſert might juſtly 
challenge. On the other hand, he had 
nothing at preſent to expect even from 
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Victory, but a wretched Life for the 
future at beſt, amongſt Barbarous Peo- 
ple, that had always been his averſion : 
But he had reaſon to apprehend from 
their former Cruelty, this bufineſs once 
effected they would reward his Services 
as Ferdinand of Spain did thoſè cof his 
Captain Genera] Gonſalvo, alter the 
Conqueſt of Naples, Condemn lim to 
ſpend the remainder of his Days in a 
Noiſom Dungeo .. 
This laſt Sentence touched Ariſtotle 
ſo nearly, by recalling the Sufferings 
he had already met with, he could not 
help Weeping: Thus one ſide of the 
Proſpect offering nothing but Deſpair, the 
other certain Happineſs, hew as with- 
out great Difficulty induced to chooſe 
the God, and renounce the Evil: 
Hę yeturned Iutrigae Ten thouſand 
Thanks for his kind Advice, and Pro- 
miſed i to accept of it: But as he could 
not in Honour abruptly fall out with 
BOMBAST, he deſired leave to wait 
the firſt favourable Opportunity. Where- 
fare twas reſoly?d,: ſome delays ſhould 
befound to protract the Treaty till the

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very long after. For one of Ariſtotle's 
chief Favourites, called Diviſſon, being 


Commanded to Patroll. about the Works, 


at the Head of a Party of Demonſtrative

they were all moſt Traytorouſly Mur- 


dered in the Night by, ſome Sophiſmes 
underthe Command of BOMBAST's 
principal Officers. Hereupon Ariſtotle 
Demanded immediate Juſtice, but could 
not obtain it becauſe of the Intereſt the 
Murderers had at Court. This furniſh'd 
him with the Defired occaſion ; and at 
once he thunder'd out his Reſentment 
and Revolt. Intrigue coming at this 
JunQure to demand anotherConference, 
Improved the Advantage, and finding 
BOMBAST fo Diſturb'd at the late ac- 
cident, he knew not which way to turn 
himſelf, Propoſed a Negociation might 
be ſet on Foot, for a general Peace, 
which the Prince, being thus reduced, 
very willingly accepted of. Thus at- 
ter ſeyeral Meſſages, Backwards and
